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KoS readers give verdict 
on Home Office decision 

to deport cricket teacher

KENT on Sunday readers have 
voiced their anger over a Home 
Office decision to deport a for¬ 
mer professional cricketer. 

This newspaper has been inundated 
with messages of support for Hartley 
Alleyne, 50, who faces being removed from 
the United Kingdom in a week. 

Mr Alleyne used to play cricket for the 
West Indies, Worcestershire and Kent. He 
now coaches the sport at a Kent school. 

Thanking KoS readers for their support, 
Mr Alleyne, who has lived in the UK for 29 
years, said he was “shocked” by the deci¬ 
sion to deport him. 

He was refused a work permit and told to 
leave after the Home Office ruled his expe¬ 
rience does not equate to the two A-levels 
needed to coach and work as a boarding 
assistant at St Edmund’s School in 
Canterbury. 

Mr Alleyne has an English wife, two sons 
aged nine and five and a 24-year-old 
daughter living in the country. 

He told KoS: “I feel really shocked after

coming here for such a long, long time and 
playing cricket and giving back to the 
youngsters what I’ve taken out of the 
game. It’s heartbreaking, not only for me, 
but for the youngsters that I really wanted 
to help.” 

Mr Alleyne said his lawyers are still trying 
to see if they can find a way for him to stay. 

“At the moment I’m just in limbo waiting 
on a few phone calls.” 

His family are struggling to accept his 
impending deportation, he said. 

“The little boys are a bit too young to 
understand, but my daughter can’t believe 
it either. A lot of people can’t believe it.” 

Although he was born in Barbados, Mr 
Alleyne does not regard the island as home 
after living in England most of his life. 

“I look at Barbados as a place I go for a 
holiday and I look at England as my 
home,” he said. “If I didn’t adore the UK I

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Lords’ pensions vote 
gives glimmer of hope

A DEFIANT vote in the House of 
Lords has paved the way to possi¬ 
ble compensation for Kent steel¬ 
workers who lost pensions when 
their plant went bust. 

Peers defeated the Government by 181 
votes to 126 in favour of a lifeboat fund for 
tens of thousands of pensioners who lost the 
entitlements through no fault of their own. 

They backed a Conservative and Liberal 
Democrat amendment to the Pensions Bill, 
proposing the use of unclaimed assets or a 
Treasury loan to reimburse the pensioners. 

Reimburse 

Andrew Parr, 62, from the Isle of Sheppey, 
had his pension cut by more than half when 
Allied Steel and Wire (ASW) went bust in 
2002. More than 1,000 workers at ASW 
plants in Sheerness and Cardiff lost part or 
all of their pensions. 

The spokesman for the Pensions Action 
Group said the lifeboat fund would reim¬ 
burse 90 per cent of pensions that were 
lost. Pensions would be paid faster and 
according to scheme age rather than state 
age, he added. 

In Mr Parr’s case, his pension scheme was 
supposed to pay out when he turned 62, but 
the state pension age is 65. 

He said the vote offered a “very, very dim 
light at the end of the tunnel”. 

But he now has to persuade local Labour 
MPs to vote in favour of the amendment 
when it comes before the Commons, probably 
next month. 


In April, Derek Wyatt, Labour MP for 
Sittingboume and Sheppey, voted against 
setting up the lifeboat fund. The amendment 
was beaten by just 22 votes. 

“Currently it’s 5-0 to us,” said Mr Parr. “The 
Ombudsman found in our favour, the select 
committee found in our favour, the European 
Court of Justice found in our favour, the High 
Court with the judicial review found in our 
favour and the Lords have found in our favour. 

‘What does the Government need to be 
persuaded, for goodness sake?” 

But Tony Blair said Wednesday night’s vote 
in the Lords was “irresponsible”. 

And Mr Wyatt indicated that he would vote 
against the amendment when it goes to the 
Commons. 

He told KoS: “I’m working with our minis¬ 


ters on the issue, but the Prime Minister said 
categorically on Wednesday that he could not 
agree to the lifeboat fund.” 

The MP said he was backed by former ASW 
workers and other constituents. 

But Mr Parr said: “The majority of the work¬ 
ers do not back him and think he betrayed us. 
I think he is suffering from selective memory.” 

Mr Wyatt said he was examining other ways 
of recouping the lost pensions and has been in 
talks with insurance firm Prudential. He is due 
to meet representatives from Norwich Union. 

On Wednesday, Mr Parr was among 
campaigners who stripped off for a pensions 
protest in Parliament Square, London.

wouldn’t stay here.” 

He passed on his thanks to the many 
readers who have contacted KoS to show 
their support. 

Damian Green, the Conservative immi¬ 
gration spokesman, criticised the decision 
to deport Mr Alleyne. 

The MP for Ashford said: “This seems to 
be one of the very few cases where the 
Home Office is applying the rules strictly 

“There’s a huge amount of chaos sur¬ 
rounding the immigration system and I 
suspect Mr Alleyne has just been caught 
because he is trying to act legally” 

Former England and Kent cricket star 
Dean Headley slammed the Home Office. 

He said: “I don’t understand it because if 
it’s all to do with the qualifications, what 
better qualification can you have than 
being very good at the game? 

“I just think it’s quite a short-sighted view 
when this guy has actually added some¬ 
thing to our country” 

Robust 

Mr Alleyne, a right-handed batsman and 
fast bowler, played for Barbados, 
Worcestershire, Kent and Natal between 
1978-79 and 1989-90. 

Julian Brazier, Tory MP for Canterbury 
and Whitstable, has written to Immigration 
Minister Liam Byrne demanding that Mr 
Alleyne’s case be reviewed. 

KoS managed to reach Mr Byrne by 
phone on Friday. He said he would call back 
but had failed to do so by the time of going 
to press. 

Referring to a previous statement released 
by the department, a spokesman said: “I 
understand you’ve had a very thorough 
briefing on this case from one of my col¬ 
leagues. There’s no change in our position.” 

The week before, a spokesman from the 
Home Office said: “The Government has 
made it clear that it will take a robust 
approach to removing people from the 
country where they have no legal right to 
be here.”

Hazel Blears, would-be successor 
to John Prescott, talks to JAMIE McGINNES about 
housing, immigration and fighting the next election 


HAZEL Blears has admit¬ 
ted the Government is 
facing a race against time 
to meet its house-building 
targets. 

Talking to Kent on Sunday, 
the Labour deputy leadership 
candidate claimed obstructive Tory 
councils were partly to blame. 

In a wide-ranging interview, the 
Labour chairman said her party 
would struggle to keep all its Kent 
seats at the next general election. 

She said housing and immigra¬ 
tion were two of the key issues in 
the county More should be done to 
calm public concerns about immi¬ 
gration, said Ms Blears. 

And she conceded that the 
Government’s house-building goals 
- including 160,000 new homes in 
the Thames Gateway by 2016 - 
were still a long way off. 

Mammoth 

Ms Blears said Deputy Prime 
Minister John Prescott had failed 
to build enough houses when he 
was in charge of spearheading the 
Government’s “growth area” plans 
because he had been given too 
many responsibilities. 

Asked if Mr Prescott had done a 
good job in overseeing the mam¬ 
moth plans, Ms Blears said she 
thought he did well with the 
Decent Homes initiative - bringing 
property standards up. 

But she added: “What was not 
done, was building the number of 
new homes we need to see. In a 
way we’re victims of our own suc¬ 
cess. The economy’s so strong, 
there’s more single-person house¬ 
holds, there’s more people coming 
to live particularly in London and 
the South East. 

“We’ve got to move really fast 
now on building new homes.” 

And Ms Blears seemed to sug¬ 


gest Mr Prescott had been unable 
to deliver the housing because he 
was given too many duties. 

“He was deputy leader, Deputy 
Prime Minister and he had a big 
government department. I think 
that’s too much.” 

The Office of Deputy Prime 
Minister was turned into the 
Department of Communities and 
Local Government (DCLG) in 2006 
and control was handed to Ruth 
Kelly. Mr Prescott was made a 
Minister without Portfolio. 

A damning report by the 
National Audit Office last month 
called for urgent action to make 
sure the right level of infrastruc¬ 
ture was being built to underpin 
the Government’s huge 
housing schemes. 

The NAO called on the 
DCLG to come up with 
“more coherent” plans and 
make sure investment was 
better targeted. 

Ms Blears said that 
Conservative councils were 
also to blame for holding up 
house-building. 

“The Tory authorities 
have got to recognise that 
we are going to have to 
build new homes,” she said. 

A decade ago, a tenth of 
the public thought immi¬ 
gration was an issue. But 
now, said Ms Blears, it was 
the top concern of 40 per 
cent of people. 

The tough-talking former 
Home Office Minister said 
she did not want to see an 
amnesty for illegal immi¬ 
grants and was against a 
new Sangatte refugee camp 
in France. 

But she denied the rise in 
concern over immigration 
was because New Labour 
had failed. 

“Migration is going on at 


a rate nobody could have predicted. 
You’ve got the equivalent of the pop¬ 
ulation of Brazil moving around the 
world every year. 

“If you think back 10 years, it wasn’t 
really that big an issue. Now, people 
are seeing their communities change, 
almost daily.” 

Tougher immigration controls 
were already coming into place as a 
result of government policies to 
make border agencies work closer 
together, she said. 

And the introduction next year of a 
points system for letting people into 
the UK should alleviate anxieties. 

“We’ve got to be absolutely deter¬ 
mined to make sure that works 
and only people who meet the 


criteria are allowed to come.” 

Although Kent has historically 
been a Tory stronghold, Ms Blears 
claimed Labour could make gains at 
the next general election in places 
such as Gravesham. But she said 
the party would first have to con¬ 
centrate on retaining marginal 
seats such as Sittingboume and 
Sheppey and Medway. 

“It’s going to be tough,” she said. 
“The next election is going to be 
the most difficult we’ve faced for a 
long time. 

“We’ve got a resurgent Tory Party 
- it’s no longer embarrassing to be a 
Tory. People are going to have to 
fight literally house to house, street 
to street for every single vote.”

On the issue of selective educa¬ 
tion, which has led to splits in the 
Tory Party, the former Wardley 
Grammar School pupil said she is 
opposed to building new grammars. 
They were “divisive”, she said. 

Ms Blears visited Erith on Tuesday 
evening. The only Kent Labour 
MP backing her deputy leadership 
bid is Dr Stephen Ladyman, who 
represents South Thanet.

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Prescott’s affair took 
shine off ‘good career’ 

JOHN Prescott’s affair with one of 
his secretaries was “unfortunate”, 
according to Hazel Blears. 

Ms Blears, who wants to succeed 
Mr Prescott as deputy leader of the 
Labour Party, said his relationship 
with Tracey Temple had taken the 
gloss off his achievements. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It was 
really unfortunate for him, to be hon¬ 
est, to end on that kind of note after 
a long and good career in politics. 

“He’s had a very difficult time this 
last couple of years.” 

Mr Prescott was hospitalised last weekend after falling ill on 
a train from his Hull constituency to London. He was reported 
to be sitting up and joking with hospital staff on Wednesday. 

He is due to step down as deputy leader of the Labour Party 
on June 27.

SENLEY how the experience changed his life forever

ARK WAS only 17 
when he cradled his 
dying friend’s head in 
his lap and wept as 
the life bled from 
his young body 

Twenty-five years ago this week Mark 
Eyles-Thomas was armed with a rifle and 
bayonet on the frozen slopes of Mount 
Longdon, battling to take Port Stanley as the 
Falklands War came to its bloody end. 

Now the war veteran from Birling has 
another battle on his hands as he begs his 
17-year-old son not to sign up to the Army 
just yet. 

“You’re too young at 17,” Mr Eyles-Thomas, 
now 42, told Kent on Sunday. 

“I’ve told him there’s no way he’s joining 
before he’s 18. It doesn’t really make much 
difference how old you are when you see such 
carnage and chaos for the first time but 
there’s no way I’m going to let him join at 17.” 

He was the same age as son Dominic when 
he helped his country fight for possession of 
the desolate South Atlantic islands in 1982. 

He had initially joined up because of pressure 
from his father to pursue his talent at cricket - 
he first played for Kent at the age of 10. 

“My father wanted me to carry on playing 
county cricket but I was a difficult teenager. I 
thought I knew it at all but it turned out my 
parents did. 

“I just wanted to get away from it all.” 

Mr Eyles-Thomas needed his parents’ 
permission to join the Army, which they 
granted, and he trained to be a Para. 

“It gave me a purpose in life,” he said. 

He and his young friends hoped to go to 
Northern Ireland but were told they would 
have to wait until they were 18. 

T his was a disappointment for the proud 
young men who faced the miserable and 
humiliating prospect of being sent back 
to camp. 

But then came the Argentinian invasion of 
the Falklands. 

The long-running dispute between Britain 
and Argentina over the ownership of the 
islands 8,000 miles away began following the 
founding of an Argentine settlement on the 
islands in 1826. 

A few years later Britain took control and 
the two countries had disputed ownership 
ever since. 

Workmen and a ragtag group of South 


American soldiers landed on South Georgia 
Island on March 19,1982, before the Argentine 
military junta invaded a week later to reclaim 
the islands they called the Malvinas. 

Mr Eyles-Thomas said: “We were all really 
frustrated. We had spent a year-and-a-half 
training to be fully-fledged Paras. 

“Then we were told we were being deployed 
to the Falklands. We were glad to be joining - 
we wanted to go. We were all proud to serve. 
We were following orders. Politics didn’t come 
into it.” 

The men assumed the dispute would be 
brought to an end by the time they landed. 
But by the time they had arrived, the 
then Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher had 
declared war. 

He recalled: “Everything changed then - 
that’s when we knew we were really going in.” 

The battles raged across the Falklands 
and on the night of June 11, 1982, with 
Mr Eyles-Thomas and his teenage band of 
brothers thrown into the bloodiest land 
battle the British Army had fought since the 


Korean War in the 1950s. 

The men of 3 Para fought for control of the 
frost-covered Mount Longdon, which barred 
the way to the capital Port Stanley. 

That night, 23 paratroopers paid the ultimate 
price, including three of Mr Eyles-Thomas’ 
close friends and for a quarter of a century he 
has been haunted by that night’s events. 

But he has been helped to exorcise the 
demons of that horror with the publication of 
his war memoirs, Sod That For A Game of 
Soldiers. 

I n the book, he relives that fateful night 
on the frozen slopes with 600 armed 
enemy troops waiting for his battalion to 
attack. 

‘What was I doing in this position, thou¬ 
sands of miles from home and the people I 
loved? At 17,1 wasn’t even old enough to buy 
a drink in the pub,” he said. 

“Despite our modern technology and 
sophisticated weaponry, this battle was men 
fighting each other face-to-face, hand-to-

hand, yard-by-yard. 

“And within minutes, I might make the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice for my country. How would my 
family cope with the news of my death?”

Over the next few hours, the terrified 
teenager braved the enemies’ bullets but had 
to watch three close friends - Jason Burt, 
Ian Scrivens and Neil Grose - die on the 
bloody battle field. 

Scrivens was shot dead as they spoke. 

“All of a sudden he fell across my lap and 
fluid splattered on my face. I pushed 
him off me with an instinctive and repulsive 
jerk. He lay motionless in a limp, 
crumpled heap. I sat there not believing 
what had happened. One minute I was talk¬ 
ing to Scrivs with my hand on his shoulder, 
the next - zap - he was gone.” 

Numb with fear and shock, Mr Eyles- 
Thomas somehow made it through the night 
and by morning, the summit was taken. 

L ongdon belonged to the Paras but 23 
men lay dead and after the war fin¬ 
ished on June 20, the surviving troops 
sailed back to the UK to face guilt, 
depression and nightmares - which have 
stayed with Mr Eyles-Thomas ever since. 

“Nightmares and flashbacks take over 
your life and you become a slave to them,” 
he said. 

He was given no counselling and sent back 
to his family. 

“I was being left as an individual to con¬ 
front all those horrific experiences myself. 

“It would have been far better to have had 
us back at camp for a few days to reinstall 
discipline, to counsel and debrief the troops 
who had been in action. All I was thinking 
about was the friends who had not come 
back. I was feeling so guilty. 

“It wasn’t right to be back with our families 
so soon, it was so difficult to relate to them. 
I felt let down.” 

Six months after the war, Mr Eyles- 
Thomas married his girlfriend.

The couple had two children, but the 
marriage didn’t last - the demons of the 
Falklands were too powerful. 

In 1985, Mr Eyles-Thomas left the Army 
and moved into security and now runs a com¬ 
pany in south-east London. 

He is remarried but is refusing to let his son 
Dominic - studying A-levels at King’s School 
in Rochester - join until he’s old enough to do 
so without his parents’ permission. 

“I believe strongly that no 17-year-old 
should have to risk his life for his country. 

“No parent should have to live with the 
knowledge that they gave their approval for 
their son to die in war.”

‘Share gypsy sites’ 


A COUNCIL has called for gypsy and trav¬ 
eller sites to be shared “more equally’. 

Sevenoaks District Council is lobbying the 
South East England Regional Assembly 
(Seera) to spread the sites “equitably across 
the region and Kent as a whole”. 

New research carried out by the council 
reveals that dozens of new pitches are needed 
to accommodate Sevenoaks’ gypsy and trav¬ 
eller communities in the coming years. 

The council said the number of gypsies and 
travellers in Sevenoaks was “considerably 
higher” than neighbouring areas. 

It commissioned an independent study to 
find out how many more pitches would be 
required to meet existing and future need. 
Each pitch provides enough room for one per¬ 
manent caravan or mobile home. 

The report concluded 67 new pitches would 
be needed in the next five years. 

Cllr Carol Clark, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for housing, said: “The 
next step will be to submit our findings to 
Seera, which will have the final say on the 
number and location of any new pitches. 


‘We will be encouraging Seera to ensure 
that new provision is shared more equally 
across Kent and the region in general.” 

Sevenoaks council argues that it suffers 
from “acute” planning restraints, such as a 
high amount of greenbelt land and has called 
on other authorities to provide more caravan 
pitches. 

A council spokesman said: “This will provide 
gypsies and travellers with increased choice 
and seek to balance the high level of existing 
provision in some local authority areas, with 
very little in others.” 

In 2008, Seera’s regional planning board will 
outline where it thinks pitches should be pro¬ 
vided in the region. 

Sevenoaks District Council recently received 
funding to provide three extra pitches within 
its Edenbridge gypsy and traveller site. 

Figures released earlier this year revealed 
there are nearly 1,000 gypsy and traveller car¬ 
avans in Kent. They showed Maidstone had 
the most - 297. Sevenoaks had 147. 

The information was revealed in a parlia¬ 
mentary written answer. 
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■ A BELGIAN woman has been jailed after 
trying to smuggle cocaine with a street 
value of £300,000 into the UK. 

Sarah Sas, 23, from Antwerp, was caught in 
July 2006 by British customs officers at 
Coquelles in France with 6.84kg of the Class A 
hidden in two bags. 

Sas admitted knowing that smuggling into 
the UK was illegal but claimed she thought the 
drugs were cannabis, not cocaine. However, at 
trial the judge rejected this defence and she 
was sentenced to seven years and four 
months in prison at Canterbury Crown Court 
on Tuesday. 

A spokeswoman for HM Revenue & 
Customs, said: “HMRC is working at the fore¬ 
front of the fight to stop drugs entering the UK. 
We aim to protect society from this activity 
wherever we detect it, at the borders or inland.”

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NHS says 100 
bed closures 
is ‘good news’ 


.. .but consultant savs move is to 
hel p clawback £21 million deficit 


A HUNDRED hospital beds 
are to close across the east 
of the county in the next 
two months. 

East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust 
insists the closures - which will hit 
hospitals in Margate, Dover, Ashford 
and Canterbury - are good news for 
patients. 

But a senior consultant believes 
the closures are a cost-cutting move 
to get health chiefs out of a £21mil- 
lion deficit - and the cuts could have 
drastic repercussions for patients. 

A recent internal newsletter sent to 
trust staff broke the news of the debt. 

Acting chief executive Rupert 
Eggington wrote: “These tough times 
are not over yet. We are required to 
make a further £21m of efficiency 
savings in 2007/8.” 

Dr John Sewell, a clinical physician 
at William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford and a representative for the 
British Medical Association (BMA) 
on the staff committee, said of the 
potential implications for patients: 
“This will make it very difficult to 
meet the requirements for no mixed- 
sex wards. 

“If there is a lower number of 
wards, there will be a reduction in 
the number of beds so inevitably

more patients will be crammed 
together. 

“This will increase the infection rate 
and will not benefit patient dignity. 

“If the wards are hectic, noisy and 
crowded, the whole patient experi¬ 
ence will be damaged.” 

The news of the closures comes at a 
time when the NHS is in the enviable 
position of having a £510m surplus. 

Tragedy 

But Peter Carter, general secretary 
of the Royal College of Nursing, said 
the figures exposed the tragedy and 
farce of NHS finances. 

Mr Carter said: ‘We now have a 
mind-boggling state of affairs in 
which individual organisations are in 
deficit to the tune of £911m, while 
the NHS as a whole has amassed a 
surplus of £510m.” 

Dr Sewell added: “I totally support 
this view and as such am not critical 
at all of my own trust - they are in a 
very unenviable position. 

“The rigidity of the present finan¬ 
cial arrangements in the NHS is 
such that trusts such as ours are 
forced to close wards and these sud¬ 


den closures are very destabilising 
for staff. 

“Even if they remain in a job, it 
might not be the job that they wish for. 

“Central government should allow 
some trusts to go over-budget to allow 
some wards to remain open, but we 
welcome the news that the trust is 
doing this without massive staff 
redundancy and they are trying to 
absorb the staff within the system.” 

Closure of a large ward can save 
around £lm a year. 

A trust spokesman told Kent on 
Sunday: “This is a good thing for 
patients, not a bad thing. 

‘We will be able to provide day sur¬ 
gery for operations such as hernias 
and cataracts whereas in the past 
they would require patients staying 
in. 

‘We will be able to provide better 
health care and patients will be able 
to get in and out of hospital quicker. 
We are making a patient’s journey 
through hospital faster, which means 
there is less risk of contracting any 
hospital infections. 

“But because of the tradition of hos¬ 
pital beds, sometimes people see clos¬ 
ing them as some kind of problem.”

Still no cost for 
KCC’s USA trip 


KENT County Council has asked 
for extra time to respond to a 
Freedom of Information request 
about the cost to the taxpayer of a 
recent KCC trip to America. 

Deputy leader Alex King led a 
Kent delegation to Virginia last 
month to take part in celebrations 
to commemorate the 400th 
anniversary of the first English- 
speaking settlement in the New 
World. 

KCC’s press office said Cllr 
King was helping to build long¬ 
term trade and tourism links with 
Virginia. It said he held meetings 
with business leaders, universi¬ 
ties and the State Government of 
Virginia aimed at strengthening 
trade initiatives. 

But KCC refused to answer 
questions on how much public 
money was spent on the trip and 
how many people it sent. 

So Kent on Sunday submitted a 


Freedom of Information request, 
asking for answers. 

Under statutory timescales, 
authorities are required to pro¬ 
vide a response within 20 days. 

On the 20th day, Caroline 
Dodge, who is the corporate access 
to information co-ordinator in the 
chief executive’s department at 
KCC, said in a statement: 
“Councillor King’s staff officer has 
recently advised me that he is still 
collecting receipts and collating 
information about details and 
costs of the visit to Virginia, which 
was still ongoing at the time you 
submitted your request for infor¬ 
mation about it. 

‘We would therefore be obliged 
if you would allow us [an extra 
week to] respond to your request. 

“This will help us ensure that 
the information we provide you 
with will be as up-to-date and 
accurate as possible.” 


Rehab reduces reoffending 


SENDING drug-driven criminals 
into rehab instead of jail, cuts re¬ 
offending in nearly three quarters 
of cases, according to a new study. 

Researchers at the University of 
Kent and King’s College London 
found that court-ordered treat¬ 
ment is effective in weaning 
offenders off crime - and drugs. 

Their work studied a group of 
criminals who went through Drug 


Treatment and Testing Orders 
(DTTOs) across London and 
Kent, and compared them to 
users who entered treatment “vol¬ 
untarily’ at the same centres. 

Alex Stevens, of the University of 
Kent, said: “On average, those sen¬ 
tenced to a DTTO reported a 71 
per cent reduction in the frequency 
of offending between the time of 
arrest and 18 months after.”

A UNIQUE personal insight into 
life in Medway during World 
War Two has been unearthed 
in a wartime diary written by a 
former Chatham resident. 

A replica of the diary, written by George 
West, is now on display in the town’s library. 

Its pages will be turned every two months 
until it can be moved to the St George’s 
Centre at Chatham Maritime. 

Mr West wrote the diary every day during 
the war when he was company secretary of 
Newcomb’s - a navy tailors, hosiers, hatters 
and shirt makers in Chatham High Street. 

Mr West’s boss commissioned him to 
update the diary daily from September 1, 
1939, until the end of the war six years later. 

Comments 

Known as the Newcomb War Diary, it is 
now the property of the Newcomb family 
who gave the Chatham Historical Society 
permission to duplicate the journal. 

It is dedicated to the memory of Mr West, 
the Newcomb and Paine families, and all 
the Medway people - both service person¬ 
nel and civilians - who lived through the 
events described in it. 

Chatham Historical Society honourable 
secretary Sheila Erwin said of the diary, 
which is almost two-feet high: “Mr West 
had a strange ability to record a lot of 
information into just a few words with no 
personal comments. 

“He just reported the relevant points of 
that day. He wrote a line a day, which was a 
page a month for six years. 

“As the years went by, line-by-line you’ve 
got a virtual world history. 

“Anyone who reads the diary will relate to 
it. They’ll think, ‘That’s where mother lived 
when it was bombed’.” 

Newcomb’s opened for business in 1854. 
After the original shop was demolished 
when the Sir John Hawkins flyover was 
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built, the business moved to 133 High 
Street, Chatham.

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MP reveals the 

‘utterly crazy ’ 
overcrowding 
in our prisons 


NEW information has revealed 
that prisons in Kent are full to 
bursting, writes Rick Senley. 

Tory MP Adam Holloway, who discovered 
the figures, has branded the situation 
“utterly crazy”. 

The Ministry of Justice admitted to the 
MP for Gravesham that more than half 
the county’s nine prisons were overcrowded 
with almost 400 too many inmates in all. 

The prison population stands at 3,849, 
more than 10 per cent over the 3,477 nor¬ 
mal uncrowded capacity 

Culprit 

Mr Holloway told Kent on Sunday: “In 
Gravesham there are very high levels of 
crime and anti-social behaviour and one of 
the biggest problems is that when these 
people are finally caught up with, the ten¬ 
dency of the courts is to do anything other 
than give a custodial sentence - because of 
a lack of prison places - and that’s a big 
problem. 

‘Whether we like it or not we need more 
prison places. 

“A lot of people who end up in prison are 
people who life has not shone upon. 

‘When they are in prison the time should 
be better used and there should be more 
emphasis on education and ways to equip 
prisoners for the outside world. The over¬ 
crowding is utterly crazy.” 

The worst culprit is Elmley jail on the Isle 
of Sheppey. The official uncrowded capacity 


is 753 inmates, but as of June 4, there were 
986 prisoners crammed into the jail’s cells. 

Other jails with too many inmates 
include Canterbury, Cookham Wood, 
Maidstone and Swaleside. 

A Ministry of Justice spokesman said the 
National Offender Management Service 
was dealing with pressures on the prison 
estate by building more capacity. 

He said the Government has increased 
prison capacity by nearly 20,000 places 
since 1997 and by 3,700 places in the last 
two years. 

“In 2007, capacity will increase by around 
2,200 places,” the spokesman added. 

“The National Offender Management 
Service is closely monitoring the prison pop¬ 
ulation and continues to investigate options 
for providing further increases in capacity.” 

The figures for Kent do not include Dover, 
which holds immigration detainees, nor 
temporary approved absences. 

The figures were revealed in a 
Parliamentary Written Answer from the 
junior minister Gerry Sutcliffe. 

Kent on Sunday revealed in December 
that a quarter of prisoners at Kent jails are 
foreigners - costing the taxpayer a huge 
£33.1 million a year. 

Of 3,817 inmates at the county’s nine 
prisons, 894 are from overseas, figures 
obtained by KoS showed.

Book Now to Avoid Disappointment 
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Blair is like a vampire 



YOU MIGHT VERY WELL THINK THAT: Michael Dobbs tells 
KoS his opinion about Prime Minister Tony Blair’s legacy 


So savs the writer Michael Dobbs, the man once 
described as Westminsters babv-faced hitman. 
The author of House of Cards gives his verdict on 
the PM. Cameron and the grammar schools debate

H E may not have held 
a formal political posi¬ 
tion for a decade, but 
Michael Dobbs, author 
and Conservative politician, still 
has a fiery passion for the 
Houses of Parliament. 

It is not surprising, as it has provided 
him with two careers since his arrival on 
the scene. Mr Dobbs had the prestige of 
standing alongside Margaret Thatcher 
when she entered Downing Street as 
Prime Minister, and was present when 
John Major was forced to leave. 

His lofty positions gave him the inspira¬ 
tion to write his best-known novel, House 
of Cards, in which the devious chief whip, 
Frances Urquhart, schemed his way to 
the top job. 

Mr Dobbs, a former Tory chief of staff 
(1986-87) and deputy party chairman 


(1994-95), has his 14th book, First Lady, 
coming out in paperback this week. 

Proclaimed to be a modern-day version 
of House of Cards, the book ruthlessly dis¬ 
sects the greed, corruption and lust 
for advancement of the players in 21st cen¬ 
tury Westminster. 

His latest book, The Lords Day, which 
will be available in October, is once 
again set in the Palace of Westminster; 
however the focus has moved from polit¬ 
ical skulduggery, to the Queen being 
taken hostage during the State Opening 
of Parliament. 

W hile keeping busy writing his lat¬ 
est thriller, he has remained 
politically active through Tory 
campaigning and the open criticism of 
the current government. 

Sitting in a deck chair in the garden of 
Conservative candidate for Thanet 
South, Laura Sandys, the 59-year-old 
author looked far too genial to live up to 
his nickname Westminster’s baby-faced 
hitman’. That is until he broached the 
subject of Tony Blair. 

There is clearly no love lost between 


them. “I honestly believe Tony Blair to be 
the worst PM in English history. 
There is no such thing as ‘Blairism’, he 
simply takes the line that grabs the 
biggest headline.” 

He admits he has never met the PM, yet 
his disdain for the man he blames for 
undermining Parliament is obvious. 
‘Westminster used to have a buzz, and you 
knew things were really happening - now 
it’s gone. Blair goes there reluctantly and 
treats it with contempt,” he says. 

“He has been like a vampire, draining 
the lifeblood out of politics. He has 
undermined democracy and demolished 
the public’s belief in politicians.” 

He points out that Blair’s legacy will be 
Iraq, and not the NHS or education. 
“History will be very unkind to him, as it 
should.” 

As a father of four, his concern for the 
country’s immediate recovery from Blair’s 
era is pressing. “It’s going to take a lot of 
wise men and women to repair the dam¬ 
age he and his government have caused, 
and I’m sure my children’s generation will 
be paying for his mistakes.” 

Despite his anti-Blair views, Dobbs

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insists he is anything but a fanatical 
Conservative. 

‘While I can’t be absolutely sure I will vote 
for Cameron in the next election, I will be lis¬ 
tening very carefully to what he has to say” 

That said, his open admiration for the 
Conservative leader shows his faith in the 
party’s future success. “Cameron is an 
extremely exciting, ambitious and intelli¬ 
gent man, and of course his party 
hasn’t got everything right, but who has?” 

He is, of course, referring to the recent 
grammar school debacle. Mr Dobbs, who 
was educated at Hertford Grammar, said: “I 
believe grammar schools still have a place 
in the education system, but the decision 
should be left to communities. 

“After all, I think they have a far better 
idea of their own needs than Westminster.” 



M r Dobbs seems wary of basing his 
opinion solely on his personal friend¬ 
ship with the Conservative leader. 
“David Cameron has charisma, but then so 
did Blair, and look where that got us. The 
next PM must go deeper than that. 

“After all, we didn’t vote Margaret Thatcher 
in time and time again because she was cute 
and cuddly. It was because she was tough and 
effective - she wore hobnailed boots and was 
not afraid to use them.” 

His new book highlights the importance of 
seeing politicians as real people. Mr Dobbs’s 
points out that one of his personal heroes, 
Winston Churchill, about whom he has writ¬ 
ten four books, had many dark secrets and 
an imperfect personal life. 

“This did not make him a bad PM, on the 
contrary, I believe that these private flaws 
made him a great leader and an extremely 
effective politician.” 

Mr Dobbs’ latest book tells of the hijack¬ 
ing of parliament, a situation that he 
believes to be a real threat. “I can see real 
flaws in the system,” he said. “I hope this 
book will make them change the way that 
they look at security. Preferably before 
something happens.” 

Perhaps this warning will be taken more 
seriously after his book, Whispers of 
Betrayal, published in 2000, told of how a 
small group of trained and motivated people 
could hold an entire city to ransom. Little 



over a year later, the world was rocked by 
the September 11 attacks. 

While many of his characters are a less 
than flattering reflection on politicians, his 
work does not seem to have alienated him 
from his peers. “Rather than closing doors, my 
writing keeps opening them. Westminster 
has always been drawn to glamour.” 

He reminisces that when he first created 
Urquhart, a number of MPs approached him, 
each asking if they were the inspiration. 

“Urquhart was never based on an individ¬ 
ual, he was an amalgamation of many differ¬ 
ent personalities.” 

Asked if he would be returning to 
Westminster, he replied happily, ‘Well, I’ve 
really never left the place!”

“We aim to protect society 
from this activity wherever 
we detect it, at the borders or 
inland.” 

Gokce was jailed on May 30 
on two counts of importing 
materials containing images 
of paedophilia and bestiality. 

He received 10 months 
imprisonment on each count 
to run concurrently after 
originally pleading guilty on 
April 30.

Safety tips for drivers 


MOST cycling accidents happen in urban 
areas with nearly three quarters happening 
at road junctions, particularly T-junctions. 

The following are tips for drivers from the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists to improve 
the safety of cyclists on the roads. 

• Judging the speed of a cyclist is often quite 
difficult — it is likely to be faster or slower 
than you first think. 

• Allow plenty of space as you overtake - 
riders may swerve suddenly to avoid 
debris or potholes at the side of the road. 

• Don’t drive too close behind or alongside 
cyclists. They are vulnerable and can 
easily be unsettled when a car feels 
threatening. 

• In traffic, be alert to cyclists passing on 
your nearside and make sure you don’t cut 
in front of them. 


• Be careful not to cut in front of cyclists 
when you turn left at a junction. Always 
indicate your intention to turn left - when 
necessary wait until the cyclist has turned 
left or passed the junction. 

• Park with care. Don’t let passengers open 
a door until you are sure there is no 
cyclist coming up on either side. Double 
check for cyclists when opening the 
driver’s door. 

• Roundabouts are too often the site of acci¬ 
dents for cyclists. If there is a crash 
between a car and a cyclist, whoever is to 
blame, the cyclist will always be more vul¬ 
nerable to serious injury or even death.

The best way to get around 


THE National Cycle Network (NCN) offers 
miles of signposted cycle routes on quiet 
country lanes connecting towns and vil¬ 
lages throughout the UK. 

National Route 1 of the NCN begins at 
Dover and takes you on the coastal lanes as 
far as Sandwich. 

From there, the route heads north west via 
Canterbury, Whitstable, Sittingbourne and 
Gravesend, arriving in London at Greenwich.

Also starting in Dover, the National Route 
2 heads west along the south coast. 

There are some spectacular traffic-free 
sections along cliff-top paths and sea walls 
at Samphire Hoe Country Park, East Cliff 
and Warren Country Park, Folkestone’s 
Lower Leas Country Park to Hythe, 
Dymchurch and St Mary’s Bay. 

The 11-mile open section of National 
Route 17 links central Rochester to 
Maidstone, with about half of the route 
off-road. 

It makes an ideal commuting route between 
the towns, and arrives in Maidstone alongside 
the River Medway. 

In the long term it will continue to Ashford, 
and join with Route 2 on the South coast. 

National Route 18 of the NCN runs south 
west from Canterbury, via Ashford and 
Tenterden, to join up with Route 21 just 
west of Tunbridge Wells. 

The route runs on small country lanes 
through the High Weald and is the best way 
to take in Kent’s Garden of England scenery, 
complete with hops, apple orchards, oast 
houses and picture postcard villages.

Heroes remembered at new housing estate

STREETS in a new housing 
estate have been named after war 
heroes who served at a famous 
Battle of Britain airfield. 

The Leavesden development is on the site 
of former RAF living accommodation and 
Ministry of Defence buildings in Biggin Hill. 

Fourteen streets have been named after 
servicemen and women from the Kent air¬ 
base who distinguished themselves during 
World War Two. 

Ceremony 

The main street sign is Barwell Crescent, 
named after Battle of Britain pilot Group 
Captain Philip Barwell DFC. He was shot 
down on July 1,1942, aged 35. His sons John 
and Richard unveiled the sign in his honour 
during a ceremony last week. 

Others honoured included Pilot Officer 
Keith Reginald Gillman - the youngest pilot 
serving at Biggin Hill to be killed. He was 
reported missing, presumed dead over the 
English Channel off Dover - his hometown - 
on August 25, 1940. The Hurricane pilot 


with 32 Squadron RAF was just 19. 

One of the most famous pictures from 
World War Two was taken of P/O Gillman 
smiling and dressed in flying gear shortly 
before his death. He is remembered with 
Gillman Lodge. 

Brettell Court is named after a Spitfire pilot 
from Biggin Hill who took part in the Great 
Escape, only to be murdered by the Gestapo on 
the orders of Hitler. Flight Lieutenant Edward 
Gordon Brettell, of 133 (Eagle Squadron), died 


on March 1944 at the age of 29. 

Allton Lodge takes its name from Sergeant 
Leslie Charles Allton, a Spitfire pilot with 92 
Squadron RAF (VR) who was shot down on 
October 19,1940, aged 20. 

Squadron Leader Eric Lawrence Moxey 
GC, a bomb disposal officer, was killed defus¬ 
ing a bomb on the runway on August 27, 
1940, at the age of 46. He has had Moxey 
Close named in his honour. 

Three servicewomen who received Military 



Medals for bravery for refusing to leave their 
posts, despite heavy enemy bombing, are com¬ 
memorated with Mortimer Driver, Henderson 
Grove and Turner Avenue. They were dragged 
away to air shelters and are the only names 
out of the 14 who were not killed in the war. 

Cllr Pauline Tunnicliffe, the Mayor of 
Bromley, welcomed guests including mem¬ 
bers of the Allton, Gillman and Henderson 
families. RAF cadets unveiled the street sign 
on behalf of the Moxey family, while the 
Mortimers were represented by members of 
the Women’s Auxiliary Air Force Association. 

Following the ceremony a Lancaster 
Bomber from the Battle of Britain Memorial 
Flight gave a fly-past. 

The signs were the idea of Laurie Chester, 
from the Biggin Hill RAF Chapel. 

He said: “This is an excellent way of com¬ 
memorating the sacrifice and achievements 
of those who fought here. 

“The local people are very pleased with the 
way the history and heritage of RAF Biggin 
Hill is being remembered.” 

Some of the signs are still to be unveiled as 
the Bryant Homes development will not be 
finished until early 2008.

Let Hartley stay 

KENT on Sunday has been inundated with 
messages of support for the former West 
Indies cricketer Hartley Alleyne. 

Readers have spoken of their disgust at 
the threat of his deportation after living in 
England for nearly 30 years. 

It appears as if the Home Office is preying 
on an easy target, to make ministers look as 
if they are getting tough on immigration. 

But Mr Alleyne is doing a worthwhile job and 
should be allowed to remain. The idea that not 
having an NVQ Level 3 qualification means 
he cannot teach cricket is ridiculous. 

His deportation would be heartless - and 
wrong. 

Tour de force 

THE Tour de France coming through Kent 
is sure to encourage more people to becom¬ 
ing involved in cycling.

Let us remember, that prior to 
his death - in fact just hours 
before he breathed his last - the 
ICC Cricket World Cup had just 
sparked into life.

At long last an emerging cricket 
nation - in this case Ireland - had 
toppled one of the game’s power¬ 
houses, Pakistan. 

It was like watching Trinidad & 
Tobago beating Argentina in the 
FIFA World Cup. This was big. 
And this suddenly made the 
Cricket World Cup exciting. 

A few hours later and after 
Woolmer collapsed in the bath¬ 
room of his hotel room a hundred 
conspiracy theories sprang into 
life. 

By the time police confirmed 
they believed he had been mur¬ 
dered, the suggestion the Ireland 
v Pakistan game had been fixed 
was widespread. 

The minnows hadn’t played to 
their best ability and won in the 
very best sporting style, they said. 
Something fishy had taken place. 
The very integrity of the game 
was brought into question. 

The debate which raged in the 
newspapers and on TV and radio 
shows in the following weeks sug¬ 
gested the game was riddled with 
corruption. Players, officials and 
coaches - you name it, they were 
all at it. 

No-one quite had the proof, so 
the argument went, but it was 
likely it was rampant, and look, 
someone had killed Bob Woolmer 
- so it must be serious.

The result was that the Cricket 
World Cup was clouded com¬ 
pletely by Woolmer’s death and 


cricket was faced with a public 
relations catastrophe. The tour¬ 
nament had hardly been organ¬ 
ised well in the first place with 
lots of empty seats. By the time 
you threw a slaughtered national 
coach into the mix the event’s 
marketing was shot to bits. 

But it was nothing compared 
to the Pakistan team’s reputa¬ 
tion. Every player was viewed 
with suspicion. Every official 
suspected of trying to cover up a 
scandal so huge it resulted in 
murder. 

Yet, here we are, a few short 
months on, and all the claims, all 
the allegations, all the conspira¬ 
cies appear to have sprung from 
nothing more than the over-active 
imagination of journalists desper¬ 
ate for a scoop, and some former 
players who may be regretting 
cashing in then with tales of wide¬ 
spread corruption. 

The problem, of course, is that 
the wounds inflicted on cricket 
cannot be corrected with a sim¬ 
ple statement and apology. Nor 
the pain and anguish Woolmer’s 
poor family must have gone 
through as they contemplated 
how their loved one had met his 
death in such a violent and 
unpleasant way. 

Expect those lawsuits to start 
flying.

Following your front page story 
last week about the percentage of 
police officers being fined for 
speeding compared with other 
motorists, it is important to recog¬ 
nise that where an officer with 
Kent Police cannot provide a law¬ 
ful purpose for activating a safety 
camera, he or she will be issued 
with a fixed penalty notice or 
court summons. 

The figures you used for 2006 
showed 31 fines against officers, a 
quarter of 136 cases. In 2005 our 
figures show 34 officers paid fines 
for speeding while driving police 
vehicles on duty - nearly half of 
the 71 instances recorded. To put 
this in context, the force currently 
has more than 3,600 officers. 

Our Kent Standard, introduced 


two years ago, sets out the service 
and standards the public can 
expect from Kent Police. It gives 
clear guidance to officers on the 
importance of complying with road 
traffic law for normal duties. 

Every officer driving a police 
vehicle is accountable for the way 
in which he or she drives that 
vehicle. If they exceed the speed 
limit they must be able to justify 
that it was done on the basis of 
clear operational need. 

We are about to install ‘black 
box’-type technology into our vehi¬ 
cles to help us ensure our fleet is 
used in the most effective way. 

This will allow us to identify 
which vehicles are available to 
respond to calls, but can also be 
used if we need to review cases 


standards 

where the quality of driving is 
called into issue. 

Kent Police works to national 
policy to ensure the safety of the 
public and officers when police are 
responding to emergencies at 
speed or when our vehicles are 
involved in pursuits. Our drivers 
are trained to a high standard too. 

We would be rightly criticised if 
we were slow to respond to urgent 
calls. But being criticised in your 
report for having “double stan¬ 
dards” is wrong - Kent Police has 
vigorous checks and balances to 
ensure officers drive lawfully. 
When they don’t they face the 
same penalties as anyone else.

Take advantage of 
government help 


BUSINESSES across Kent could be missing 
out on money-making help from the govern¬ 
ment, according to a recent survey 
According to an HSBC Bank-sponsored 
investigation, seven out of 10 small business¬ 
es are unaware of existing Whitehall-backed 
training initiatives. 

Awareness of government training schemes 
was particularly low among micro firms - 
under 10 employees - with less than a quar¬ 
ter taking advantage of the Sector Skills 
Councils or the Train2Gain programme. 

It also revealed that almost half of the 
1,000 businesses questioned gave staff no 
formal training and the smaller the company 
the less use of government courses. 


Findings of the survey, by the independent 
Small Business Research Trust, are a blow to 
government initiatives to raise skill levels by 
spending half a billion pounds this year, ris¬ 
ing to £lbn. 

Simon Wainwright, head of business bank¬ 
ing at HSBC, isn’t surprised by the findings. 

“Time and money are rare commodities in 
most small businesses, so the prospect of hav¬ 
ing to spend potentially thousands of pounds 
on training often makes companies unwilling 
to consider it. However, small businesses are 
an important part of the economy and 
increasing their capacity to learn and develop 
means they will be more resilient, able to 
grow quicker and create employment.”

Government 
plans should help 
house-builders 


Kent property experts RPC Land 
and New Homes has given a 
cautious welcome to the 
Government’s Planning White 
Paper, which outlined reforms to 
the country’s current system, 
claiming it should help the South 
East better meet its housing 
demands. 

The wide-ranging White 
Paper recently announced by 
Communities Secretary Ruth 
Kelly outlined proposals for a 
better, quicker planning system 
for major projects; the 
simplification of the local 
process to make home 
improvements easier as well as 
attempts to make planning play 
a bigger role in tackling climate 
change. 

A key pillar of the new 
proposals is for the relocation of 
planning permission for minor 
developments, such as 
conservatories and small-scale 
extensions, where there is no 
impact on neighbouring 
properties. It is hoped by making 
planning permission 
unnecessary for these type of 


projects, local council officers 
will be freed up to spend more 
time on larger developments. 

Peter Randall, Managing 
Director of RPC, said: “It is good 
that the Government is taking 
seriously changes to the 
planning system, which have 
been long overdue. Current 
house building quotas for the 
South East needed to keep pace 
with the expected growth of the 
region are not currently being 
met and time will tell if this new 
legislation makes a significant 
impact. 

“It is hoped that by not 
requiring permission for small 
residential extension projects, 
these new measures will free the 
workload of local planning 
officers so they can concentrate 
on bigger schemes. This has got 
to be a good thing. Also it is 
proposed that decisions on 
schemes going to Appeal will 
also be a lot quicker and that 
could be a big plus. Currently, 
schemes going to public inquiry 
can be drawn out and that is of 
no help to anyone.”

Louis might have 
been Captivated 



FAT chance Louis Chevrolet would 
have liked the compact cars that 
bear his name on the UK market. 

But he might have admired the proportions 
of the company’s chunky but smart all-new 
5/7-seat Captiva SUV (sports utility vehicle). 

One of three famous Swiss-born racing driv¬ 
ers in the early 20th century, Louis teamed up 
with General Motors to produce big, fast, qual¬ 
ity cars and then parted company when GM 
decided to do the opposite. 

Nevertheless, the new ‘Chevy’ value brand 
went on to become one of America’s most suc¬ 
cessful and is now going global since taking 
over the former Daewoo cars operation. 

The UK is a primary target and Chevrolet 
has increased year on year market share by 
12.5 per cent so far in 2007, despite a 16 per 
cent decline in Britain’s new car sales overall. 

And that’s before the launch of the Captiva 
on June 24 which, based on our first drive, 
seems likely to boost Chevy’s take-off still fur¬ 
ther through direct sales and the ‘halo effect’ it 
will have on lesser Chevys - the Matiz city car, 
Kalos supermini, Lacetti family line up and 
the Tacuma MPV. 

So far, the Chevy pitch in the UK has fol¬ 
lowed the Daewoo line - very much a case of 
never mind the quality, feel the width. 

The Captiva delivers more of the same, but a 
whole lot more and particularly in the SUV 
sector, where you don’t tend to get much for 
your money 

Admittedly, there is some ‘smoke and mir¬ 
rors’ to get you looking in the first place, with 
prices starting at a crazy £16,995. 

Closer inspection reveals this to be for a 
‘phoney 4x4’ two-wheel drive only, five-seater 
with an asthmatic 134bhp 2.4-litre petrol 
engine, although it comes with 16-inch alloys, 
air con and six-speaker audio with controls on 
the steering wheel. 

In reality, nobody will pass up on the punchier 
148bhp 2.0-litre turbodiesel, with 4x4, 17-inch 


alloys, electronic stability control, descent con¬ 
trol and more, but the price then jumps three 
grand - more than four if you want seven seats. 

That’s quite a hike, although SUVs at these 
prices tend to be smaller or older generation and 
only one rivals the Chevy for space and seven 
seats - the slightly dearer Hyundai Santa Fe. 

The Hyundai gets my vote as a drive, but it 
is close and the American ‘aura’ of the 
Chevrolet badge - despite adulteration by 


baby cars like the Matiz - has extra buyer 
appeal, especially as the ‘.. .drove my Chevy to 
the levee’ line from Don McLean’s song 
American Pie should be familiar to the 35-44 
target age group. 

Chevrolet chose southern Eire for the launch 
event, perhaps hoping to distract the press 
with scenery and Guinness, but also risking 
the car being found out by roads that make 
our worst look good. 


The Captiva rode and gripped the Irish tar¬ 
mac well though; the diesel manual is a bit 
clunky, but the auto is an effortless drive with 
decent manual selection when necessary. 

Interior trimming is not too cheap or flashy 
and appears durable. 

The fully loaded LTX auto flagship with 
seven seats is the pick - the chrome tailpipes 
and rear end skid pan epitomise its good pack¬ 
aging. It is still well-priced at £24,920.

HyundaiSantaFe 


HERE’S a good laugh. Buy a 
Hyundai Santa Fe and strip off the 
Hyundai badges. 

Then do the school run, park in the MD’s 
space at work and, finally, blag your way into 
a society do by simply dressing in black tie or 
posh frock - whatever your persuasion - and 
then crunching up Lord Wotsit’s gravelled 
driveway and handing the keys to the butler. 

Unless they know their motors, anyone 
seeing you with that badgeless car will think 
you are loaded even if they cannot quite place 
the make and model. 

Me, I don’t care whether the badges are on or 
off - pound for pound, this has to be one of the 
best and smartest SUVs (sport utility vehicles) 
on the market. 

Where the original Santa Fe adopted an 
awkward off-roader ‘funky chunky 5 look and 
aimed at the Toyota RAV4/Nissan X-Trail 
sector, its successor is an altogether sleeker 
car that has grown in size and class - 
Hyundai’s baby SUV is now the Tucson. 

So radical is the change that the only thing I 
saw carried over from the original car was the 
offset rear tailgate handle. 

With size has also come the option of seven

seats, adding £1,025 to prices and making the 
Santa Fe a possible MPV alternative, especial¬ 
ly as you have no need to shrink for access or 
use of the rearmost pair. 

Admittedly, you will adopt the ‘knees up’ 
shape so typical of the type and headroom is 
tight, but you don’t feel hemmed in and the 
seats are easy to fold flat or re-erect. 

Accommodation and ambience are good 
generally, with fixtures and fittings of a 
higher order than the previous model, though 
standard ‘wood’ trim on the dashboard looks 
plasticky. 


There is lots of stowage, including a cav¬ 
ernous centre console and chiller and his ‘n’ 
hers sunglasses/specs cases in the roof. 

I was also pleased to see a cassette slot in the 
excellent audio system, giving me a chance to 
play albums that I really should have chucked 
by now - how long before this feature disap¬ 
pears completely from cars though? 

I was less impressed by the screenless sat 
nav system; when you can buy an excellent 
after-market TomTom or Garmin touch screen 
unit for so little and makers such as Seat are 
fitting them straight into their cars, Hyundai’s 


approach seems silly for a brand priding itself 
on value. 

The driver enjoys a commanding view 
though and the Santa Fe proves to be a 
rewarding drive for such a big vehicle. 

Yes, there is some yield on the bends, but 
forgivable when the car rides smoothly and 
tackles rough tracks with little fuss; the car 
runs mostly in two-wheel drive and switches 
extra traction to rear wheels when a loss of 
grip is sensed, but full four-wheel drive can be 
selected by a switch on the dash. 

It is not a true off-roader, of course, but there 
is enough grip and ground clearance to sug¬ 
gest that it won’t let you down in anything but 
challenging situations. 

The good feeling was no doubt helped by the 
power option on our test car - the slick four- 
cylinder 2.2 diesel auto flagship model. The 
five gears are well spaced to make the car a 
good town or motorway car and the manual 
select option works well if you want a sportier 
drive from the strong pulling diesel. 

There is a 2.7 V6 auto petrol alternative 
that I have not driven, but I cannot see many 
takers - the diesel is terrific and matches the 
petrol for performance while averaging at 
least lOmpg extra. 

On top of the looks, a typically generous 
Hyundai specification and the Korean mar¬ 
que’s five-year warranty, the Santa Fe is also 
astonishing value - even if you feel the need to 
chuck the badges away.

Smoke at 
work? ® 


Forget it 


IT cannot have escaped anyone’s 
notice that smoking in public 
places is soon to be illegal. 
Scotland and Wales already have 
this legislation in force and as 
from July 1 the Smoke-free 
(Premises and Enforcement) 
Regulations 2006 comes into force 
in England. 

Much of the regulations centre on the defini¬ 
tion of an “enclosed space” and what amount 
of windows or openings are necessary before 
the space is no longer enclosed (more than 
half, if you really want to know, but that does¬ 
n’t count windows that can be shut.) 

Criminal offence 

It is no surprise therefore that this will 
cover the workplace, so what are the facts? 

As from July 1 it will be a criminal offence, 
punishable by a fine or fixed penalty to 
smoke in enclosed public spaces which 
includes places open to the public by invita¬ 
tion or not, and whether by payment or not. 
Premises used as a place of work (including 
voluntary work) by more than one person 
(even if those who work there do so at differ¬ 
ent times, or only intermittently are includ¬ 
ed. This will include works vehicles such as 
company cars. 

Anyone occupying or managing premises 
will have a duty to put up no-smoking signs

or risk a fine or penalty Furthermore the 
manager will have a duty to prevent anyone 
(not just staff but clients and visitors) smok¬ 
ing on the premises and failing to comply 
with this duty could also result in a fine. 

So what should employers be considering? 

• Where not already in place, employers 
need to develop and implement a smoke-free 
policy 

• Communicate and train all employees as 
to what is expected of them and how they 
might deal with customers 

• Order and display no-smoking signs in 
appropriate places for not only staff but visi¬ 
tors to the premises 

• Remove all assistance given to smokers 
(ie smoking rooms, ashtrays) 

• Be aware of the action needed to be taken 
when someone smokes in the premises 

• Update disciplinary policies to include 
smoking as a disciplinary offence.

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Declaring all your 
offshore accounts 


June 22 deadline for disclosure

FOR some time, Her Majesty’s Customs and 
Revenue has been concerned there are 
many UK taxpayers who have money in off¬ 
shore accounts that do not pay tax on the 
interest. 

The accounts in question are mainly in 
Jersey, Guernsey and the Isle of Man. 

Information-sharing powers mean that the 
Revenue does indeed have information on 
offshore account holders, including the inter¬ 
est that they have been earning and obvious¬ 
ly they know whether any tax has been 
accounted for. 

Much of the information has been provided 
by high street banks, which were required to 
give details of their offshore account holders. 

In an effort to encourage these individuals, 
trustees and companies to declare and pay 


tax, the Revenue has offered a “disclosure 
facility”. 

This facility means that any outstanding 
tax can be declared and paid with just a 10 
per cent fixed penalty. 

This might not sound attractive, but com¬ 
pared to future potential penalties of 
between 30 per cent and 100 per cent 
depending on the nature and severity of the 
case, it could be worthwhile grabbing the 
opportunity. 

The deadline for disclosure is June 22 to tell 
the Revenue there is “something to declare” 

November 26 is the deadline to have then 
completed all calculations and paid the tax. 
No penalty will be levied where the amounts 
due are less than £2,500. 

On April 30 2008, the Revenue will open an 
investigation into anyone they know should 
have disclosed and hasn’t. 

While I hate to admit it, this facility seems 
quite fair, the tax should have been account¬ 
ed for anyway, and the Revenue is not penal¬ 
ising people with trivial amounts. I would 
encourage anyone, who has these kinds of 
liabilities to use it, as the consequences later 
could be quite severe. 

If you are in any doubt speak to your 
accountant or financial adviser.

Fears for Walker 


Stones boss ‘paralysed’ in training accident

MAIDSTONE United co-manager 
Alan Walker will learn this week 
if he will be able to walk again, 
after a freak horror injury left him 
partially paralysed. 

The 47-year-old is set for major spinal 
surgery on Tuesday at a hospital in Belfast 
after he collapsed when heading a ball during 
a training session. 

Walker, a former Gillingham player and one 
of Kent football’s best-known figures, having 
played at Chatham, Sittingbourne and 
Maidstone during a lengthy career, had been 
in Northern Ireland along with joint boss 
Lloyd Hume. 

Walker was travelling with him as an 
observer, with Hume studying for his UEFA 
coaching licence. 

But when Walker headed a ball during a 
training session on Tuesday disaster struck 
and he collapsed. 

Walker explained from his hospital bed at 
the Royal Victoria Hospital in Belfast: 
“Basically I went to head the ball and was 
knocked unconscious. I came round in the 
ambulance where I found myself paralysed. 

“The doctors have told me I suffered damage 
to my spinal cord as a result of one of my 
vertebrae coming into contact with the nerve. 

“I have gradually got some feeling back, but 
I need to rest until they can operate on 
Tuesday to look at the extent of the damage. 

‘What they have said is this will mean a 
long period of rehabilitation and time to re¬ 
build my strength.”

The injury casts a huge shadow over 
Maidstone United’s plans for next season. 

Walker and Hume have developed into one 
of the most sought-after managerial double- 
acts in non-league football. 

Securing back-to-back promotions first from 
the Kent League and then into the Ryman 
League Premier Division, the duo had only 
last month put pen to paper on a new deal 
tying them to the club for another season. 

They twice won the Ryman League manag¬ 
er of the month award, and were named 
Division 1 South Managers of the Year. 


Walker is also a ‘lead mentor’ for the 
Football Association - one of only 40 national¬ 
ly. This role requires him to oversee a pupil 
through their advanced coaching course. It 
was while fulfilling this role with Hume in 
pursuit of his UEFA A Licence, the accident 
occurred. 

Stones chairman Paul Bowden-Brown said 
he was devastated when he heard the news. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Apparently he 
has discovered, as a result of this accident, he 
has a weakness of his spine from birth which 
he wasn’t aware of. At the moment it appears 
to be very serious and there are a lot of very 
worried people. 

Prognosis 


“Obviously, at this time my thoughts are 
with his wife and family.” 

Surgeons are expected to be able to offer a 
prognosis within 72-hours of Tuesdays sur¬ 
gery. 

Bowden-Brown added: “Last season Alan suf¬ 
fered with his back and neck and was strug¬ 
gling around for six to eight weeks. He had var¬ 
ious tests and scans and nothing showed up. 

“But I know he’s a very worried man right 
now. I’m gutted and shocked. 

“This is not going to go away in five minutes 
- this is a serious injury and we don’t know at 
this stage what is going to happen in terms of 
his role at the club. 

“In the two years since Walker joined he has 
become an integral part of the club’s success. I 
just want him to get better as soon as possible.” 

Walker is currently head of education and 
coaching at the Kent Football Association.

ELEVEN years ago Gary Paffett 
stood upon a podium at 
Chatham’s Buckmore Park kart¬ 
ing circuit - his beaming face 
hinting his career was set to 
accelerate. 

Alongside him on that fateful 
day; one Lewis Hamilton - four 
years his junior and a man who 
today is tipped as a future 
Formula One champion after a 
dazzling start to his rookie season. 

But while the riches and fame 
of the FI circus have elevated 
Hamilton to superstar status, 
Paffett is not far behind. 

Stepping stone 

Buckmore Park has a good 
reputation for developing the 
young talent of tomorrow. 

Hamilton’s emergence has high¬ 
lighted how the kart track is prov¬ 
ing a vital stepping stone for rac¬ 
ers as they clamber up the greasy 
pole in pursuit of motorsport’s 
most precious prize; an FI seat. 

Bom and raised in Bromley, 
Paffett is already familiar with 
Hamilton’s new world. Last year 
he performed testing duties for 
the McLaren-Mercedes FI team 
and many - including Buckmore 
Park boss Bill Sisley - believe he 
will make the step up to the 


premier series in the coming 
months; ironically the same 
team for which Hamilton has 
helped fire to the top of the con¬ 
structors’ championship. 

Alongside him in the picture 
are McLaren boss Ron Dennis 
and then team driver David 
Coulthard. 

This weekend, however, he 
has a more pressing task at 
hand - cementing his position 
at the top of one of the most 
competitive touring car series 
in the world. 


The German DTM champi¬ 
onship currently sees Paffett 
perched in fourth place in the 
race for the title and today it 
roars into Brands Hatch - with 
the 26-year-old determined to 
mark his first UK appearance in 
the series in style. 

Paffett explained: “I haven’t 
raced here for seven years and 
never in a DTM car so it’s going 
to be a steep learning curve. 

“But as Brands Hatch is my 
home circuit, I’ll be going flat out 
for a win this weekend.” 


He fired himself up the title 
table with a superb victory in 
the second round of the series 
in Oschersleben last month and 
will look to improve on the 
1.2mile Indy track at Brands - 
the shortest circuit on the DTM 
calendar. 

Paffett added: “The Indy circuit 
is tight and twisty, so it’s going 
to be important to do well in 
qualifying. 

“Nevertheless, with the fans 
behind me, I’m looking forward 
to getting down to business.”

AS KENT coach Graham Ford 
ponders a possible move to take 
over the India national team, one 
man who man a similar leap has 
warned Ford to brace himself for 
a culture shock. 

John Wright was Kent coach from 1997 to 
2000 before he too was lured to the 
sub-continent. 

And the popular New Zealander says 
nothing prepared him for the switch from 
the quiet life in Canterbury to the 
hullabaloo which surrounds the team of one 
of the most fanatical cricketing nations in 
the world. 

Crowd 

Writing in his lively new book, John 
Wright’s Indian Summers, published later 
this month, Wright explains: “Although 
Kent got good crowds by county cricket 
standards, their supporters weren’t all that 
vocal or, for that matter, positive. 

“In India we sometimes had 4,000 people 
watching us practice. A 3,000-strong crowd 
turned out at Bhubaneswar Airport to greet 
local hero Shiv Sundar Das after his debut 
Test century. The police had to form a cordon 
so we could get to the bus. 

“It reminded me of images of Beatlemania.” 

Wright was coach of Kent during one 
of the club’s more successful seasons in 
recent years. 

His first year in charge saw the county 
finish runners-up in three of the four domestic

Charlton plan flight 
back to top league 


IN JUST four days Charlton fans will be able 
to plot their route back into the Premiership, 
writes Gary Haines. 

Thursday, June 14, a little over a month 
after Charlton’s seven-season top-flight 
tenure ended at Anfield, is when the 
2007/2008 Championship fixture list is 
unveiled.

Hot on the heels of the striking signings 
of Chris Iwelumo and Luke Varney, from 
Colchester United and Crewe Alexandra 
respectively, the Valley boss has made for¬ 
mer Leicester City skipper Patrick ‘Paddy’ 
McCarthy his third capture of the close 
season. 

The Dublin bom centre-back, 24, swapped 
The Walkers Stadium for The Valley in an ini¬ 
tial £650,000 deal, signing a four-year-contract. 

And he was delighted to join the Addicks,

immediately setting his sights on a 
Premiership place come the end of the season. 

He explained: “It took the manager just two 
minutes to convince me. He was really posi¬ 
tive and sold it to me. He told me how good 
the club was, how much potential there is 
here and what type of team he’s looking to 
put together next season. Everything he said 
was exactly what I wanted 
to be a part of. 

“Of course the 
Premiership is where 
everyone wants to be and a 
big part of the move here 
was that I believe myself 
and the club will be playing 
there in the near future. 

“I know more than most 
that this is a tough league 
and when teams are play¬ 
ing against big clubs in big 
stadiums they always up 
their game. 

“You need characters in 
the team in this league and 
there are some tough 
places to go, places you 
need to go on a cold and 
wet Tuesday night and 
need everybody to stand up 
and be counted. 


which he took the nation to their first World 
Cup final in 20 years. He was replaced in 
2005 by Greg Chappell - who in turn 
resigned following the World Cup earlier 
this year; creating the opportunity Ford is 
being interviewed for. 

But it was the huge change in the 
approach to the game and its stars on the 
subcontinent which most stmck him when 
he swapped the subdued St Lawrence for 
the chaos of Kanpur. 

Wright explained in his book: “The India 
players are absolutely adored. Everyone 
wants a piece of them, take a photo of them 
with their mobile phones, introduce their 
kids to them. 

“If you were in the aisle seat on an aero¬ 
plane next to Sachin Tendulkar, you spent 
the flight trying to avoid being elbowed in the 
face by autograph hounds. He never refused. 

“People would line the roads outside towns 
and villages waiting for our bus to go past, 
even though they couldn’t see the players 
behind tinted windows and drawn curtains. 

“In Jodhpur, I went with a few players - 
not the superstars - to a department store 
in the main street. When we came out, 
after an hour there must have been 2,000 
people waiting for us. 

“They’d spilled onto the road, blocking 
traffic and I counted 35 people struggling 
to restore normality.”

THE Kent Spitfires will today 
wage war with Shane Wame’s 
Hampshire Hawks, knowing a 
win will put them within touch¬ 
ing distance of a Lord’s final. 

Victory in front of a bumper crowd at 
Tunbridge Wells will guarantee a semi-final 
berth in the one-day Friends Provident 
Trophy competition. 

But they are set to go into battle without 
coach Graham Ford. He was due to be in 
Chennai yesterday for an interview for the 
vacant position of head coach of the India 
national team. 

And speculation was mounting during the 
week that if a deal can be hammered out he 
could be set to bid farewell to Kent before 
the end of the month. 

Such a decision would be a huge blow to the 
county's season which has started - at least 
in the one-day game - with such promise. 

Advantage 

The Spitfires currently sit top of the 
Southern Conference of the Trophy, with a 
one-point advantage over nearest rivals 
Surrey. The top two teams then meet the 
top Northern Conference clubs to battle it 
out for a place at Lord’s. 

If Kent win and then beat Gloucestershire 
on Wednesday at the Nevill Ground, it will 
set up a money-spinning home clash at 
Canterbury in the last four on June 20. The 
final takes place on August 18. 

Whether Ford is around to lead the side to 
the final remains to be seen. Reports from 
the subcontinent suggest Ford is the 
preference of a number of India’s top stars 
and is the favourite on the two-man short¬ 
list to replace Greg Chappell. 

Chappell quit one of the global game’s 
most pressurised positions after a disap¬ 
pointing display in the ICC Cricket World 
Cup earlier this year. 

Ford’s rival for the role is ex-England spin¬ 
ner John Emburey - the current director of 
cricket at Middlesex. 

If Ford was to walk out on the club it will 
also raise a huge question mark over the 



future of a string of stars who have jetted in 
from Ford’s homeland of South Africa to 
swell Kent’s ranks. 

Among those attracted to the county 
because of Ford’s position are Andrew Hall, 
Martin van Jaarsveld, Neil Dexter and new¬ 
comer Ryan McLaren. 

Not that Kent are keen to let the former 
South Africa national coach go. 

Chief executive of the club, Paul Millman, 
told KoS: “Graham is contracted to us until 
the end of the 2008 season and we will do 
everything we can to keep him here. We 
have allowed him to go on a fact-finding mis¬ 
sion to India but hope he will remain at the 
county. 

“The team are not affected by all the talk. 
They know they have a job to do and are pro¬ 
fessional enough not to let this have an 
impact on them.” 

Ford joined Kent ahead of the 2005 sea¬ 
son. He has hardly dazzled but the likes of 
van Jaarsveld and Hall have proved shrewd 
additions to the squad. 

During the winter months Ford had been 
hired as coach of South Africa’s Nassau 


Dolphins - but unexpectedly quit last 
October, citing personal reasons. 

One boost for the Spitfires today should 
be the return of Matt Walker to the fold. 

He was forced to miss this week’s 
Championship game with Yorkshire due to 
an injury to his finger. 

The match also marks the first appear¬ 
ance of Australian spin legend Shane 
Wame; back in the county since the ECB 
rapped him over the knuckles for his petu¬ 
lant display at Canterbury last month. 

During the Championship clash, Wame 
was given out lbw by umpires - but dis¬ 
agreed, stomping back to the dressing room 
swearing and shouting. 

Reported by match officials, he was issued 
with six disciplinary points. Three more with¬ 
in two years and he picks up an automatic 
ban.
